Tliay  ware  not  only  in  touch 
with  him,  but  occupied  rooms  adjacent  to  his  at 
a  Toronto  hot«i,  and  presumably  watched  all  his 
■Knmnanta  ao  as  to  endeavor  to  locate  the  crim- 
inals when  they  souRht  to  rollect  a  ransom.  Then, 
apparently  police  vigilance  relaxed.  Mr.  Hugh 
LabMit  4kl  ael  Inform  the  police  of  his  plans, 
kidnappers  were  obvi  i"-!'  in  communlca- 
i  with  him,  and  the  beiiei  pn  oats  that  he  paid

Mr  Rnebuck  l.s  \vl.se  after  the  event.  His 
actions  when  the  kidnapping  occurred  were  not 
■a  atrong  aa  hla  worda  are  now,  and  It  must  be 
remembered  that  he  was  Insistent  on  taking 
charge  of  tlie  whole  affair  and  being  the  medium 
ttaMgh  wMeh  an  pablletty  connected  with  It 
wa.s  Riven  out.  Now  Mr.  Roebuck  erttlelaae  the 
Labatt  family  for  not  notifying  the  police  when 
llr.  John  Labatt  was  released.  It  would  seem 
that  there  Is  some  slight  criticism  of  the  police 
4)M>  due,  and,  in  this  particular,  of  Mr.  Roebuck 
hlmaelf .  Mr.  John  Labatt  walked  Into  the  Royal 
York  Hotel,  met  his  brother  there  and  walked 
out  again,  and  it  was  not  until  four  hours  later 
ttiat  the  pollee  became  aware  of  hla  release.  If. 
a.s  Mr  Roebuck  says,  the  police  should  take 
charge  of  tiie  family  in  kidiiapping  cases,  then 
obrtoualy  they  failed  In  that  duty  In  the  caae  at 
the  Labatt  happening.
